NOTE: the amendment to claim 1 raises new issues requiring further consideration and/or search because, for 
example, claims 4-5 now contain limitations not previously present in these claims. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the examiner's 
interpretation of the surface roughness in the Saeki reference is improper because Saeki teaches the surface. roughness of an entire layer 
while in the invention as claimed the surface roughness is with respect to each depression and salient. However, regarding the 
roughness with respect to each depression and salient, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to determine through routine experimentation the optimum roughness of the depression and salients based upon a 
variety of factors including the desired degree of adhesion to the wafer, for example, and such limitation would not lend patentability to 
the instant application absent a showing of unexpected results. Furthermore, the roughness disclosed in Saeki could be considered to be 
comprised of salients and depressions, and therefore the roughness of the salients and depressions could also be considered to be the 
roughness claimed by Saeki. Note that the claims do not define with specificity that the claimed roughnesses are with respect to each 
individual salient or depression. For at least these reasons, the rejections of record are maintained. 
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
